FEDERAL GOV’T STARTS 
CHANGES B.N.A. ACT 


OTTAWA.—Over the protests. of. 
the opposition parties the commons 


passed a resolution Prfamy night as 
the first step in. amending the Brit- 
ish North Amerida act, the written 
constitution -ef the country. It now 
goes to the senate and eventually 
to the parliament of the United 
Kingdom for final action. 

Two changes would be made in 
the constitution. The first would 
widen the taxation field of the 
provinces by permitting them to im- 
pose sales taxes on all retail trans- 
actions with the exception of liquors 
and tobaccos. The second would em- 
power the dominion to guaranwe 
provincial borrowings and permit 
the provinces to hypothecate their 
federal subsidies as securities.

Report No. 1--1936 


(Issued by Department of Agri- 
‘culture ) 


Spring work on the land over the 
Province became more or less gen- 
eral about a week ago, but in cen- 
tral areas and the Edmonton zone 
seeding is again delayed by recent 
heavy rains. Light showers only 
have been reported in the south. In 
the Peace River district considerable 
rain has fallen north of the river but 
the weather hag been fair with only 
occasional showerg jn the Grande 
Prairie grea, The geasor. is later 
than normal by abou. one week in 
the south of the Province and ap- 
proximately two weks in the céntré 
and north, exxepting in the Peace 
River area which is considerably 
ahead of Isat year, ibid south 


‘of the river 


TH the district novttytrom the Red. 
Deer River to Coronation, _ wheat 
seeding is only. about,10 per cent 
completed. High winds and soil 
drifting have retarded operations to | 
some extent in the Berry Creek area. 
From Drumheller to Stettler seeding 
is now general with soil and mois- 
ture conditions excellent. 

Though spring work is now gwn- 
eral east of the Calgany-Red Deer 
line, little has been done to the west 
where recent rains are causing fur- 
ther delay. Very favourable condi- 
tioms exist in the Red Deer-Lacomlbbe 
area with 15 per cent wheat seeded. 
North to Edmonton and in the Cam- 
rose district, operations are less aad 
vanced andi have heen further de- 
layed by heavy rains. 

In the Sedgewick area and north 
to Vermilion wheat seeding is well | 
under way, being delayed very | 
by recent weather conditions. 

Through the territory west, north 
and east of Edmonton, spring work 
had only commenced a week ago, 
and little progress had been made 
before the heavy rains of this week 
which will delay operations for a 
week or more. 

Soil conditions throughout the 
Prvince are good excepting in some 
parts of the north, where there is an | 
excess of moisture because of heavy | 
winter snows and spring rains which | 
occurred before the land could dry | 
out. There is an abundance of surface 
moisture in all districts, with reserve | 
moisture apparently plentiful except 
in some parts of the south-eastern 
area. . 

Soil drifting in the south and east 
has been less extensive than usual, 
only one or two having reported any 
serious trouble in this respect. 

In the south and central areas 
there appears to be a tendency to- 
ward a slight increase in Wheat 
acreage, but any increase there may 
be counteracted by reduction in the 
north, especially if the seeding in 
the north is unduly delayed. Supplies 
of seed are adequate except in a few 
very limited districts in the north 
where frost injury last season was 
very. severe.

Canadian Pilgrims to 
Vimy This July 


MORONTDO.—The nineteenth anni- 
versary of the storming of Vimy 
Ridge by the Canadian Corps on 
April 8, 1917, had this year a special 
significance ‘because it synchronized 
with the completion of preparations 
for the langest peace-time organized 
movement across the Atlantic ever 
undertaken by Canadians—the pil- 
grimage to Vimy. 

On July 26 Canada's national war 


memorial, acclaimed by authorities 
as the most ‘magmificent structure 
on the battilefipidg of the Great War, 
will be unveiled on Vimy Ridige—un- 
veiled by the King, it is hoped. 

Six thousand Canadians, proud tw 
recall their association with the 
Canadian Corps, will witness the 
ceremony, after which they will tour 
the cemeteries of France where rest 
their comrades in ‘arms. They will be 
joined by thousands of othets from 
the United Kingdom who served with 
the Canadian Army. 

The pilgrimage is sponsored by the 
Canadian Legion of the British Dm- 
pire Service League. Officers of the 
Legion wil visit Brussels to pay 
their respects to King Leopold, and 
in Paris will place a wreath on the 
tomb of the Unknown Warrior. 

The Vimy Memorial has been in 
construction for years. It will bear 
the names of all Canadian soldiers 
‘killed in action whose bodies never 
‘were recovered for separate burial 
or identification.

ACTING-SUPT, OF DEPT. 
GIVES OUT TWO RULINGS 


When 4 Vendor, under the pro- 
vincial. Uitimate Purchasers’ Tax 
Act, haying his place of business in 
any part of the province receives 
an order: by avail. for the shipment 
of a taxable Commodity to any point 
outside the province he should no‘ 
collect the tax thereon, according to 
ruling number one issued by the 
Sales Tax branch of the Treasury 
department and released on Saturday 
by E. M. Gunderson, acting super- 
intendent of sales tax at Edmonton. 

In another order issued, it is pro- 
vided that persons who make from 
their own materials, articles to’ 
order, must collect the two per cent 
tax upon the sale of such articles, to 
the person who has ordered them. 

Speaking of these two orders, 
number one and number two under 
the regulations, Mr. Gunderson said 
that “It will be the policy of the 
Sales Tax branch to issue, from time 
to time, rulings or instructions to 
various classes of trades under the 
Ultimate Purchasers’ Tax Act guided 
by experience since the Act came 
into force and after full considera- 
tion it has been considered advisable 
to issue a ruling covering ‘commodi- 
ties sold for consumption outside the 
province’ and ‘articles made to 
order.’ 

“Other rulings will follow froin 
time to time as considered necessary 
and expedient. 

“If any vendor has followed «4 
different method of collecting the 
tax since the Act came into force 
and prior to the issuing of this rul. 
ing, he will not be penalized in any 
way.”

It will be easily seen that the Grad- 
ing Inspector is able to do more 
efficient grading with the split car- 
cass before him, as he does not have 
to estimate weight, depth of backfa* 
or thickness. ; 

Whip marks, scratches and bruises 
shall not be a factor in determining 
the grade, except those hogs that 
are seriously damaged. Carcasses 
that are condemned will be paid for 
on the same basis of the grade in 
which they would otherwise : .2!.

The Republicans are. to meet in 
Cleveland on June 9, and the Demo- 
crats in Philadelphia on June 28rd. 
But before Congress can adjourn it 
has to get the new tax legislation 
out of the way, if nothing else, be- 
sides entieting one or two deficiency 
bills and . appropriating. some more 
monéy for relief. The outlook now is 
that this wilt take considerably more 
than a month, 

The tax bill, as reported hy the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
consists of 259 ‘book pages of fiine 
print, which the House is supposed 
to analyze, debate, discuss and’ pass 
upon before the Senate takes its 
whirl at the problem. Some of the 
members of the House Committee 
claim that they understand the bill. 
Most economists, tax experts and 
Congressmen of both Houses say 
that it is too complicated for any- 
body to understand in the form in 
which the Committee has drafted 
it. The real new ‘tax law will he 
drawn up in the Senate and handed 
back to the House for concurrence. 
All of this is going to take a lot of 
time. 

New Convention Strategy 

Democratic leaders are beginning 
to say that perhaps, after all, it 
may be good strategy for Congress 
to be still in session while the Re- 
publican members of both Houses 
will be attending that convention. 
That will leave a clear field for a 
lot of Democratic oratory in the 
halls of Congress, where it will get 
better headlines than if it were 
merely scattered utterances by indi- 
vidual Democrats. By this bit of 
strategy, it is believed, whatever the 
Republicans propose miay be offset 
in the headlines before the Demo- 
cratic Convention meets, and even to 
some extent ‘before the Republican 
Convention adjourns. ' 

The subject of panty platforms is 
receiving more ‘and more attention.

Tender Vegetables 

The more tender sorts of vage- 
tables are beans, tomato planta, 
squash, cucuthbers, and melons. They 
wil) not start to grow until the 
weather and soil reallly becomes 
warm. In order to get a long and 
steady supply of green beans make 
at least three plantings at intervals 
of ten days and use several varte- 
ties. To do the same thing with 
tomatoes one may use a few well 
started plants for the first crop and 
hurry these along with fertilizer ana 
possibly mulch paper. All garden 
tomatoes should be staked, using 
either wooden or steel stakes about 
six feet high. Trim off all side shoots 
as they develop, training the main 
stem up along the stake and tieing 
loosely about every foot. 

All these warm weather vegetab- 
les prefer rich open soil and any 
members of the melon family, that 
is squash, cucumber, citron,  etc., 
take special delight in hot sandy 
soil though it must made rich 
with well rotted manure or good 
garden fertilizer. Along with the 
vagetables mentioned one may set 
out egg plants, well started peppers 
and the first planting of ceery. The 
latter must have very rich 3o0il and 
water during dry weather There is 
still plenty of time to make secord 
and third sowings of nearly all 
standard vegetables such as beets, 
carrots, corn, etc. 

Extra Seed 

Most gardeners order considerab‘y 
more seed than is necessary to fill 
the regular garden. After any 
“misses” have been filled, garden 
authorities advise sowing the re- 
mainder in rows at’ the back for 
cutting, where any type of flower 
may be planted in the row. The col- 
orful array will be welcome.

The hero of those lines embodies the unquenchable spirit of the 
Zealot. He has no doubts about the purity of his own motives: he does 
not trouble to get the facts; he will not be delayed by any suggestion 
that there may possibly be two sides to the question.
